there, John Diamond appeared be- 
fore the general meeting of the G 
W.V.A. on Sunday afternoon. 

Mr. Diamond stated that the vet- 
erans undergoing treatment in tho 
hospital had suffered increased dis- 
through unnecessary opera- 
tions, and that by reason of the fact 
that thelr disabilities had occurred 
through treatment, they received no 
compensation from the Pension 
Board in consequence. The speaker 
cited the case of the man who be- 
came one hundred per cent disabled 
through operations; that he has re- 
ceived no assistance from the gov- 
ernment, and was in a deplorable 
condition. 

Mr. Diamond stated this phase 
was nothing new, and that he pos- 
sessed adequate evidence 
his contentions, “The veterans in 
the south side hospital are getting 
bad treatment” said he “and 
will get far worse unless the whole 
matter ls thoroughly gone into.”’

BEGIN AT THE TOP. 

The special parliamentary committee which 
haa been investigating the gigantic proportions 
and low efficiency of the civil service at the 
capital reports that ‘‘a superannuation scheme 
would remove one of the greatest detriments to 
efficiency and should be adopted at the earliest 
possible moment.’’ Which in plain language seems 
to mean that the only way the Government can 
get rid of the surplus and useless officials under 
the present arrangement is to pension them off. 
But while the Civil Service Commission is left on 
the job that would be a doubtful expedient since 
if would likely fill the vacancies with recruits of 
the same kind. The way to start to reform the 
civil service is to fire the Commission that is re- 
sponsible for the present waste of public money. 


THE NEW ECONOMY. 

A majority of the voters of Manitoba think 
they can drink themselves prosperous. That is, if 
the Winnipeg newspapers have correctly repre- 
sented the argument of those who urged that the 
prohibitory policy of that province be reversed 
and that liquor be sold for beyerage purposes. 
According to these sources of information, the 
claim upon which the ‘‘wet’’ advocates placed 
most emphasis was that prohibition was in some 
way responsible for the dull times prevailing 
there, as elsewhere in Canada, and that the way to 
break up the dullness was to uncork the bottle 
and invite everybody to help himself. Just how 
people got hard up by staying sober, and how 
they were to get rich in proportion as they spent 
money for ‘‘booze,’’ nobody of course explained, 
for very excellent reasons. But the theory seems 
to have ‘‘gone down’’ with the voters, and they 
polled a very decisive majority to try it out. To 
what extent they are minded to carry the experi- 
ment is not yet certain. The bill which they en- 
dorsed at the polls on Friday provides for the 
sale of liquor at Government stores to holders of 
permits; consumption being restricted to the 
homes of the buyers. There is a modifying pro- 
vision that brewers may deliver beer at the places 
of residence of purchasers. On the eleventh of 
next month another plebiscite is to be held, to 
decide whether hotels may sell beer and wine to 
guests at meal time. If the idea prevails, as 
claimed, that prosperity varies with the consump- 
tion of intoxicants, the prospect is that this pro- 
posal will also be endorsed and that from the 
extreme of prohibition Manitoba will jump to the 
extreme of sale by both Government vendors and 
private parties. That at least would be a con- 
sistent course. If the people of a province can 
make themselves wealthy by spending money for 
costly beverages, then the logical thing for those 
who consider that to be the supreme end in life 
is to provide all possible facilities for universal 
and continuous guzzling. In fact if general en- 
richment and all-round happiness are to be attain- 
ed in proportion to the amount of any given com- 


modity that is consumed, why not allow the mir- 
aculous beverage to be sold at the corner grocery, 
free of all taxes, and therefore as cheap as pos- 
sible? Manitobans will hardly carry their delusion 
1o that logical point. But it is to be supposed that 
having decided that whisky is the cure for hard 
times—they will not refuse to allow the hotelmén 
to help disseminate prosperity by dispensing the 
supposed generator of it.

compete with the dealers of all creation in the 
markets overseas where it must look for buyers? 
It is hinted that had Manitoba joined in the pro- 
ject the exchange at Winnipeg would have closed 
and the dealers would have been deprived of their 
business, in which case some of them might have 
consented to take positions on the wheat board. 
Perhaps so, or perhaps the dealers would have 
shifted their offices to Montreal and the wheat 
board would have been still headless: 

In any event, the conditions which caused 
Manitoba to stay out are permanent, and it is not 
likely that a three-province project will be any 
more practicable next year than it is this year. 
The Manitoba crop ripens earlier than that of Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, and the Manitoba farm- 
ers thus have the advantage of being able to sell 
their wheat before the rush. That sufficiently ac- 
counts for their refusal to go into a scheme which 
would have destroyed that geographical advant- 
age without giving them any assured con.pensa- 
tion, and with a fair possibility at least that they 
would have been out of pocket when the year’s 
transactions were wound up. If Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan cannot run a wheat board this year 
they probably will not be able to do it next year; 
and if they cannot run a board without the assist. 
ance of Manitoba they will probably never embark 
upon that experiment. The wheat. board project 
looks like one that is ‘permanently dead. ’’
